LOUISVILLE, May 1.—In Lncie Smith's 


house on Madison street yesterday about 
noon Fulton Gorilou shot and killed 
Archie Dizon Brown, sou and private 
Hocretfir}' of Governor Brown of this 
stute, and also killed Mrs. Gordon, who 
was prominent; because of her remarka- 
ble beauty anil excellent family connec- 
tions. The dead pair mot by appoint- 
ment, youn« 
Brown coming 
from 


Frankfort, and were followed by the in- 
jured husband a few minutes later. 


No one witnessed the doable tragedy, 


aa Gordon wnsi not known and engaged 
a room on th« lower floor. As Brown's 
revolver WHH found emi>ty it is evident 
he did not die without having tried to 
kill the husband of the woman with 
him. 


The room in which thoahooting oc- 


curred was covered with blood, and tho 
walls and ceiling with builet holes. 
Gordon must have had two revolvers, as 
six ballets piurceil Brown's body and 
three that of llrs. Gordon. 


After doing the shooting Gordon ran 


into the street and was arrested whilo in 
the act of jumping into a buggy. He 
•wax jailed. 
Gordon is unhurt but is suffering from 


nervous prostration. He stated that ho 
tried to kill himself after shooting Brown 
and bis wife, but tho cartridge failed to 
explode and his hand was nervous. 


At 8 o'clock last night the coroner's 


jnry rendered, a verdict of justifiable 
nouiicide. Gordon's case will be tried 
today. 


Governor Brown, accompanied by 
Secretary of Si;ate Headly, arrived in the 
city from Frunkfort at D:80 yesterday 
afternoon. The governor is completely 
prostrated by Che sad affair. 


Mrs. Gordon was Hiea Kellio Bush of 


this city, and her family is one of the 
best known and most prominent in this 
•tare. 


Cfordou was at one time assistant man- 


ager of the Palmer House in Chicago.
